Two weeks ago the telegrams appearing.in 
this paper contained an item to the effect 
that R. Watson, M. P. for Marquette, had 
stated in the house of commons that ‘‘the 
government had instituted a system of ter- 
rorisin in the Territories. No one could ob- 
tain seed grain unless he avowed himself a 
supporter of the goyernment.” Remarking 
upon this statement the BULLETIN said that 
if Mr. Watson alluded to the seed distributed 
here this spring he stated what was false. 
A careful investigation of the official report 
of the debate which took place on the day 
the statement was said to have been made 
fails to reveal that Mr. Watson mentioned 
seed grain, here or elsewhere, during the 
whole course of his remarks. The report 
was evidently circulated with a view to injure 
Mr. Watson’s reputation for veracity, which 
stands so much higher than that of many 
other members, Inthe debate Mr. Watson 
made some harsh statements regarding the 
use of undue influence in the elections of ’87 
in the North-West, but not an atom more 
than the facts warranted. 


The Caigary Tribune mentions that during 
the past couple of weeks three self-nominat- 
ed candidates for the Territorial legislature 
have been busily canvassing for votes in that 
locality. Itsays: ‘It is evident from the 
course pursued in the formulation of the bill 
creating the North-West legislature that 
there is no disposition on the part of the 
Dominion government to grant the Terri- 
tories those provincial rights and privileges 
to which we are entitled, and if we ever ac- 
quire them they must be wrung froin very 
unwilling hands. The securing of tiose 
rights and privileges is the great annagie 
that must be entered into. he people de 
mand them, and the representatives they 
send to the legislature should be pledged to 
enter into the struggle with vigor and deter- 
mination. The electors, before giving prom- 
ises of their votes, would do well to await 
some intelligent pronounciation on public 
affairs by the candidates seeking their 
suffrages.” 

Two very importaut amendments to the 
new North-West government bill were intre- 
duced at the second reading, the one doing 
away with any residence qualification on the 
part of a candidate, which hitherto wasa 
serious restriction on the choice ef the elec- 
tors; and the other amending the pro- 
vision giving the lieutenant-governor a dis- 
tinct contro! in financial matters by supply- 
ing him with an advisory committee from 
among the members of the council, of which 
he would be merely amember. This latter 
provision is of the highest importance, and 
alters the whole nature of the bill. The com- 
mittee eiseus? nominally advisory is really 
executive, and if it does not give responsible 
government in name, provides the means by 
which responsibility in government may be 
secured. Responsible government is only 
such when its members are held responsible 
by the electors. When they are relieved 
from responsibility by the electors Susting 
blindly to them, responsible governmen 
does not exist in fact, although it may in 
name. The advisory committee constituted 
by the amendment mentioned, as explained 
by the premier, places the centrol of the Ter- 
ritorial finances, which is the key ef the situ- 
ation, in the hands of the people's represent- 
atives, andall that remains for them is to 
pee that control to its proper cenclusion. 

tiva little strange that at the very time 
Messrs. Macdewall and Perley were declaim- 
ing most strongly against the granting of re- 
sponsible government to the Territories, the 
premier had an amendment prepared which 
granted in effect the very the thing that they 
on behalf of their constituenta objected to. 
It was evidently net the intention of the 
government when the Dill was framed to 
make that amendment ; it was evidently not 
done at the desire ef Messrs, Macdowall or 
Perley, who spoke against the principle 
which it embodied, and as evidently not at 
that of Mr. Davis, who confined his remarks 
in his first and only s h to the advocacy 
ofa license law. A few days before the de- 
bate on the second reading Mr. Davin gave 
notice that he would move an amendment 
providing for an executive council composed 
of members of the assembly. He did not 
speak inthe debate nor did he move the 
amendment mentioned, but it is reasonable 
to suppose that it was his action, backed by 
the unanimous protest of the newspapers of 
the North-West that was the cause of the 
government altering ite manifest and de-

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THE NEW RESERVE. 


When the senate committee appointed to 
enquire into the value of the agricultural 
and other resources of the Mackenzie basin 
was engaged in ite labors, under the chair- 
manship of Senator Schultz, and when the 
constantly accumulating mass of evidence 
pointed soconclusively to the existence of vast 
and varied natural riches distributed over an 
immense area of country, comparatively 
easy of access and only awaiting the magic 
touch of the railway to start all into produc. 
tive ond profitable life, it was taken for 
granted that the necessary result of the in- 
vestigation would be the urging on of rail- 
way construction in that direction, with a 
view to making those riches available to the 
energy and enterprise of Canada that is now 
so largely attracted to foreign fields. After 
all the evidence has been adduced, after the 
most sangunine estimates of the value of the 
country have been surpassed by the abso- 
lute proofs, it is a surprive to hear that the 
chairman of the committee ‘‘ would regret 
any attempt to colonize any portion of this 
vast region until the prairie region to the 
south and the province of Manitoba shall 
have a very much larger population than 
at present.” That he‘ would feel averse 
to the granting of any considerable por- 
tion of this rich domain to aid new rail- 
ways,” and would ‘‘deprecate the gvrant- 
ing of new railway charters at present with 
that end in view.” Itisa stil. greater sur- 
prise to hear from the leader of the govern- 
mentin the senate that ‘‘the country at 
present was absoletely a reserve. It was 
not available to settlers to be squatted 
upon, and was not in a condition to be ac- 
quired by them, or have any title by taking 
possessien of any part of it. He was confi- 
dent that before long the government would 
take the precaution of making this most im- 
portant part of it (the petroleam area) in 
one sense a reserve, in which it would be 
impossible for any one to acquire a right, 
possessory or otherwise.” The Toronto 
World taking up its parable says: ‘‘Our 
present purpose is rather to point out the 
importance of keeping the vast region refer- 
red to strictly asa national reserve, and of 
holding it as such for the good of the na- 
tion.” These statements of the government 
policy with regard to the Mackenzie basin 
are all given with more or less authority, 
and are of a nature to call for the strongest 
possible protest from all men who desire to 
see the progress and prosperity of their 
country. That the government of any Brit- 
ish coleny should in this day and generation 
deliberately propose to keep locked up from 
outside enterprise such a large and valuable 
pertion of its total area would be beyond be- 
lief were the proof not in black and white in 
the official records. And the reasons for so 
doing! The reasons are as proposterous as 
the preposal. Because the C. P. R. belt of 
the North-West requires capital and labor to 
develop it the Mackenzie region must be 
kept closed from enterprise for fear of re- 
tarding that deyelopment. If that is not the 
reason given by Senator Schultz for his 
recommendation he has given none, and if it 
ia the reason it is not one that will commend 
itself to the people of any part of the North- 
West. : 

Has the experience regarding land reser- 
vations in the North-West been such as to 
warrant the extension of the system on the 
gigantic scale proposed? If any one of the 
thousand and one reservations made in the 
the North-West since it came into the hands 
of the Canadian government had resulted 
in advantage to the district er the country, 
the individual or the government, some thing 
might perhaps be said for the making of an- 
other, as proposed; but it isa notorious fact 
that in every case the result has been to re- 
tard settlement, to baffle enterprise and to 
prevent the realization of that future upon 
which Canadian politicians so delight to 
dwell. Not only is the land actually reserv- 
ed kept from being made productive, from 
directly increasing the wealth and indirectly 
adding to the population of the country, 
but the development of adjacent unreserved 
land is also retarded or prevented, of which 
fact the unsettled condition of the greater 


part of the North-West is to-day a standin 
proof. If Canada were surrounded by a wall 


#0 that capital and labor could neither come 
into nor go out of it, there might bea poe- 


sibility of the government directing these 
forces to whatever portion of the country it 
pleased by declaring all other portions:re- 
served, Fortunately—or whether fortunate- 
ly or not—it is not so situated. Capital and 
labor flow in freely and flow out as freely. 
The amount of inflow and outflow respective- 
y depends on the variety and value of the 
attractions which this country has to offer as 
compared with others. The more valuable 
and varied the opportunities offered for the 
investment of capital and the employment of 
labor, the greater will be the tendency for 
foreign enterprise to beand attracted and for 
home enterprise to remain. The fewer and less 
varied the opportunities the less we may ex- 
pect from foreign enterprise and the ruore 
we may expect home enterprise to seek 
foreign fields. Canada has not so many 
favorable opportunities for the employment 
of home or foreign enterprise, as compared 
with its rival to the south, that it can afford 
to cut off for an indefinite period those offer- 
ed by the Mackenzie region. It is as though 
& man were to cut off an arm and expect an 
inerease of vitality in his remaining mem- 
bers that would more than make up to him 
the loss of the one. The opening of the 
Mackenzie country by allowing it a railway 
outlet and giving private enterprise a full 
and fair opportunity throughout its vast ex- 
tent would put new life into every part of 
the North-West and g” far to placing Can- 
ada asa field for enterprise on at least an 
equal footing with the United States. Sure- 
y such an eminently progressive and in- 
tensely patriotic government as Canada now 
has will not deliberately, and after due con- 
sideration, take steps to prevent that result.

TERRITORIAL GOVERNMENT. 

The reading of the bill regarding local 
government for the North-West was inoved 
in the house of commons by Sir John A. 
Macdonald on May 16th. 

The mover said that the schedule of 22 
constituencies attached to the bill was fram- 
ed after consultation with the North-West 
members, avd the term had been extended 
to three years also after consultation with 
them. The true theory of territorial govern- 
ment as adopted in Canada and the States 
was that as long as considerable assistance 
was needed from the central power re- 
sponsible local government would be prema- 
ture. But an amendment to the act would 
provide for the selection by the lieutenant- 
governor of three persons from the elected 
members Who would advise in all matters of 
finance, and no message regarding finance 
could go to the legislature from the lieut- 
enant-governor without the consent of this 
advisory coramittee, The lieutenant-gover- 
nor would have a vote on the committee, and 
also a casting vote in case of atie. The de- 
sire was to leave the representatives of the 
people to suggest such amendments or im- 
provements in the system as their experience 
may dictate. This was one reason for no 
provision being made for vote by ballot, and 
another was the extra expense which a vote 
by ballot would entail. Regarding the pro- 
posed appointment of legal experts, hitherto 
there had been no legal men elected to the 
council, and the chances were that there 
would be none elected. A law clerk to draft 
bills had been proposed but too high a salarv 
would be needed fora competent man. _ It 
was proposed that Judges Richardson, Mac- 
Leod and Rouleau should be the three legal 
experts. Their appointment would only last 
during the term of the legislature for which 
they were appointed. 

Mr. Laurier did not think the measure suf- 
ficiently progressive. Under it the mover 
had intimated that the Ottawa government 
would govern the Territories by the agency 
of the lieutenant-governor who is an officer 
appointed by them and responsible only to 
them. Such a plan had been tried in the old 
provinces of Canada and had never been 
found satisfactory. There was proof that 
the Territories desired responsible govern- 
ment in the memorial of the North-West 
council, laid on the table by the premier 
himself. He feared the use of undue influ- 
ence in the first elections which were not to 
be by ballot. 

Sir Richard Cartwright asked concerning 
the revenues to be placed at the disposal of 
the territorial legislature. The charges on 
the federal treasury for expenses of govern- 
ment in the North-West are $102,000 for the 
present year and $142,000 for the coming 
year. 

Sir John A. Macdonald replied that the 
revenues at the disposal of the legislature 
would be very small, chiefly derived from 
fees from permits, and licenses of various 
kinds, The members of the legislature have 
been paid from the federal treasury, as alse 
the main improvements such as bridges, 
roadsetc. The amount of the grant has 
been increased from year to year owing to 
the increase of population, and would have 
to be still further increased in the future on 
the same account. Regarding the vote of 
$140,000, ‘‘Of course the vote is here and the 
responsibility is here, and that money will 
be appropriated on the responsibility of the 
general government,” It might be that seme 
thing like a subsidy or a grant for general 
purposes should be given the loca) legisla- 
ture. ‘Lau notatall sure, inasmuch as 
these people contribute to the revenue by 
consuming dutiable goods, that there eught 
not to be a sum placed at their disposal to be 
used at their discretion, in the same way as 
the subsidies which are granted to the vari- 
ous provinces nay be dealt with by the pro- 
vincial governments. However we do not 
propose to ask parliament for a vote this sea- 
sion for that purpose.” ‘Hitherto tle 
Norti-West bas had a hybrid constitution, 
partly nominated and partly elected. That 
kind of government has always failed in the 
long run, and now that we propose to have a 
purely elective body it has been thought bet- 
ter asa matter of caution and prudence to 
allow them to assume the responsibility of 
making the suggestions for the future de- 
velopment of their constitutional system.” 
The legislatura will have the power of direct 
taxation 

Mr. Macdowell supported the bill,excepting 
the clause relating to the prohibition of in- 
toxicants, “ 

Mr. Perley said that when the North-West 
council petitioned for responsible govern- 


ment the people of the North-West were op- | 
posed to it, and are so still, ou the grounds | 


of expense. The present system, with slight 
amendments, would suit the people up there 
best. He hoped that a vote would be taken 
for and against prohibition at the time the 
territorial elections were held. 


Mr. Watsun said the North-West council | 


had asked for responsible government and 


for vote by ballot, and their demands should | 


be listened to, In no part of Canada was un- 
due influence brought to bear in a greater 
degree than in the North-West. At the late 
federa) elections ina part of the territory 


which he visited people had told him that 
unless they accepted the government candi- 
date they would not have a chance to get a 
second homestead, nor an extension of time 
for paying for their pre-emptions. 

Mr. Perley said: ‘‘Through all my cam- 
paign I never heard such a threat used or in- 
ra made. Ido not believe one word 
of it. 

Mr. Watson: ‘I know those arguinents 
were made.” He then read acopy of a let: 
ter frou: W. V. Maclise of Prince Albert, 
written tc intimidate claimants fer rebellion 
losses into voting for the government. candi- 
date in Saskatchewan. This showed the 
necessity of a ballot vote. The people of the 
North-West could secure representati ‘es to 
their local legislature fully able to control 
public affairs and to advise the lieutenant- 
governor as to how the money should be 
spent. It was in the interests of the North- 
West that parliament should grant a sum of 
money to the Territories of equal rate to that 
granted the provinces, and thus give them 
the full powers ofa local legislature. An 
amendment by Mr. Watson in favor of the 
ballot was voted down by 63 to 85. 

Jn reply to a question as toresidence quali- 
fication of candidates Sir John Macdonald 
said: ‘I will amend the clause so as to 
make it run—Any British subject by birth 
or naturalization, shall be eligible for nom- 
ination or election.” 

A proposal was made to reduce the de- 
posit money to $50, but was not acceded to. 
Perley supported the reduction. 

The clause providing for an advisory board 
in financial matters is numbered 11} and 
reads: ‘‘ The government shall select from 
among the elected members of the legislative 
assembly, four persons to act asan advisory 
council in matters of finance, who shall sev- 
erally hold office during pleasure ; and the 
lieutenant-governor shall preside at all sit- 
tings of such advisory council and haye a 
right to vote as a member thereof, and shall 
have also a casting vote in case of a tie.” 

Sir John A. Macdonald said on this point : 
**Jt is supposed that the lieutenant-governor 
will he anxious not to come into collision 
with the legislative body over which he pre- 
sides—It is of very great importance that the 
governor in council should be jiu accord with 
his advisory council. If this advisory coun- 
cil in their recommendations in matters of 
finance does not meet the views of the lezis- 
lative assembly, the assembly has the best 
means in the wor!d of expressing their ideas 
that it is not a proper advisory council, by 
simply refusing to assent to the financial 
propositions made.” 

Mr. Macdowell spoke in opposition to Mr. 
Watson. He contradicted the assertion that 
the people of the North-West desired re- 
sponsible governtinent or that a ballot vote 
was necessary to secure a pure election. He 
disclaimed any connection with the letter of 
Maclise, read by Watson. On the liquor 
question he said: ‘I hope soon to see the 
liquor law amended. I should like to move 
an amendment to this bill, but 1am afraid 
in the present temper of the house I should 
not meet very much success. I would there- 
fore say that when the new North-West 
council are elected I trust they will advocate 
the placing of the settlement of this question 
inthe hands of the peeple of the North- 
West.” 

Mr. Davis, of Alberta, would like to see a 
21,000 license law inthe North-West. 

Sir John A. Macdonald said that tho pres- 
ent prohibitory system was unsatisfactory, 
and that the permit system which was abso- 
lutely necessary, toa certain extent, ought 
be amended. He did not think, however, 
that a vote should be taken on the prohibi- 
tion system at the same time asthe vote for 

the election of members to the local legisla- 
ture. He thought that the two subjects,the 
ove referring to polities and the other to wor- 
alsshould be kept separate. When the North- 
West asseinbly met it would be its duty to 
consider that question, as well as others af- 
fecting the interests of the Territories; 
‘*Therefore I have abstained from dealing 
with that subject until we have xeceived 
something like av anthoritive statement of

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what the wishes of the representatives of the 
people, to be elected under this law, are.” 

Mr. Perley asked:  ‘* Will the recommen- 
dation of the council with respect to the 
liquor question be acted upon by the govern- 
ment in another year?” 

Sir John A. Macdonald said: ‘* It depends 
upon what that recommendation is. The 
legislation of that body will be laid before 
parliament at its next session, whenever 
they may pass any laws on that or any other 
subject, and the action of this house upon it 
will be invited.”

AMERICA, @ new literary and critical week- 
ly has been started in Chicago the first num- 
ber appearing on April 7th. It is ‘‘ devoted 
te the advancement of distinctively Ameri- 
can ideas, and the strengthening and pre- 
serving of American institutions.” The first 
nuinber contains contributions from many of 
the leading writers in the States: James 
Russell Lowell, Chas. Dudley Warner, Frank 
R. Stockton, Julian Hawthorne, W. Clark 
Russell, Seth Low and others. Its style is 
bright, honest and vigorous. Editorially it 
says: ‘The necessity of the hour is con- 
servatism in thought and action, and it is 
only through a conservatism of this kind 
that the needed reforms can be brought 
about. True conservatism means liberality 
to the extent of the recognition and reform 
of existing evils,” and in pointing out these 
evils it is unsparing. Its leading contribu- 
tion by Seth Low points out three present | 
dangers to the republic. One, the as yet im- 
penetrable ignorance of the blacks of the 
south; another the equally impenetrable 

litical ignorance of the late importations of 
oreigners in the north ; anda third the com- 
binations of capital and labor respectively as 
against the genera! public, a result of extra 
intelligence, greed and lack of principle on 
the part of native Americans. The remedy 
proposed in all three cases is to stick to the 
spirit of the constitution in the belief that in 
tbat lies the cure. The subscription price of 
America is $3.50 a year. 


The Scottish-American, of New York, has 
been giving its views on the question of 
breaking up the Scottish deer forests for the 
benefit of crofters. It asserts that these 
forests are uniformly barren and unfit to 
support population, and that the Highland 
agitators are now becoming alarined lest they 
shall be taken at their word and the forests 
given to the people, when they would lose 
more by the withdrawal of the expenditures 
of sportsmen than wef would gain from the 
cultivation of the land. The Scottish High- 
lander of Inverness contradicts the state- 
ment that the forests are uniformly barren, 
and gives a list of some twenty-five or thirty 

rominent politicians, army officers and min- 
sters, born within the memory of man in one 
small valley, Glencannich, in the centre of 
what is now Winan’s deer forest. The only 
prseent inhabitant of the valley is one game 
eeper.
